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INDUSTRIAL HYGIENE IN CALIFORNIA 
DEFENSE INDUSTRIES 


The growing importance of California industries. 


in the National Preparedness Program is evidenced 
by the fact that during the past year this State has 
advanced from sixth to first place among all States 
in the country in volume of Government contracts 


awarded for essential equipment, materials, and sup- 


plies for the armed services. During the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1941, orders for materials totaling 
over two billion dollars in value were placed with 
California industrial concerns. Over 90 per cent of 
these orders were for transportation equipment and 


supplies, including aircraft, ships, motor trucks, and 


petroleum products. 


The growth of defense work in California has been 
paralleled by the increasing interest of industrial 
executives in eliminating occupational health hazards 
in their plants and conserving the health of their 
employees. Industrialists have come to realize that 
effective health conservation has a definite economic 
value in addition to its humanitarian aspects, and 
that maximum efficiency of production is achieved 
only by maintaining the health of workers at a high 
level. 


Requests from California industries are being 
received in constantly increasing numbers by the 
State Department of Public Health for assistance in 
the study and evaluation of potential health hazards, 
and for advice on the improvement of conditions 
which are found to be potentially detrimental to 
health. These requests are being complied with as 
rapidly as possible, with defense industries being 
given priority in most cases. 


CARBON MONOXIDE STUDIES IN PUBLIC 
GARAGE — 


Complaints of headache, dizziness, nausea, and 


other symptoms suggestive of carbon monoxide inhala- 
tion have been received by the management of a 


public garage from employees in this establishment. 


At the request of the garage operator, the Industrial 
Hygiene Service made a series of quantitative atmos- 
pheric carbon monoxide determinations at hourly 
intervals throughout the working day in this garage, 
which has a capacity of 120 cars. It was found that 
at several locations, the existing natural ventilation is 
inadequate to prevent the accumulation of potentially 
dangerous quantities of engine exhaust gases. Ree- 
ommendations for the correction of this condition, 
through the installation of adequate forced ventila- 
tion, have been submitted to the garage manager, and 
will be instituted in the near future. 


FUMES FROM BRASS FOUNDRY 


In the melting and pouring of brass, zine oxide 
fumes are generated. When the freshly oxidized 
fumes are inhaled in large quantities, or during pro-. 
longed periods of time, they are capable of causing a 
condition known under various names, such as ‘‘ brass 
chills,’’ ‘‘brass founders’ ague,’’ and ‘‘metal fume 
fever,’’ which is characterized by a metallic taste in 
the mouth, headache, sore throat, difficult breathing, 
chills, and fever. These symptoms usually appear 
several hours after exposure to the fumes. 

Because of complaints concerning irritating fumes. 
which were received from employees in an office 
building, an investigation was made by Industrial 
Hygiene Service in a nearby brass foundry. Advice 
was given the management as to practical measures 
for the control of zine oxide fumes emanating from 
their brass melting pots. The most effective means 
of controlling these fumes is by enclosing the pots, 
trapping the fumes at their source by means of a 
hood, and conveying them to the outside atmosphere 
through ducts equipped with exhaust ventilation. 


ORGANIC SOLVENT VAPORS IN SPRAY 
PAINTING OPERATIONS 
At various stages in the production of aircraft, 
metal parts are sprayed with zine chromate paint, 
which contains organic solvents, such as toluol and 
xylol. The vapors of these solvents, when breathed 
in high concentrations, or for prolonged periods, 
affect the liver, kidneys, and nervous system, and are 
capable of producing serious and permanent damage 
to these organs. | 
At the request of company officials, tests were made 
in the vicinity of an enclosed mechanically-operated 
zine chromate spray painting machine in an aircraft 
factory to determine the quantity of toxic solvent 
vapors reaching the breathing zone of machine opera- 
tors. These tests revealed that the present exhaust 


ventilation of the machine is sufficient to prevent the 


escape of dangerous amounts of vapors except at the 
point where duraluminum sheets are loaded and 
unloaded. Recommendations have been submitted to 
the plant safety director for improvements in the 


present ventilating system to eliminate this potential 
hazard. 


PREMARITAL AND PRENATAL TESTS 


~ During July 10,264 premarital tests were made in 
laboratories throughout the State. Of these 1.57 per 
cent were positive. During the same period 11,366 


prenatal tests were performed, 1.49 per cent of 
which proved positive. 
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DERMATITIS FROM CHLORINATED 
HYDROCARBONS 


A number of employees in a large ship building 
plant have developed skin disorders recently while 
working with chlorinated naphthalene sealing com- 
pounds. An investigation which was made during 
August at the request of the plant safety director, 
showed that the trouble was due to the liberation of 
fumes from the heated sealing compounds. Labora- 
tory analyses of the materials in question showed 
that they are identical with compounds which have 


produced skin disorders and systematic poisoning in 


other States. In order to eliminate this health 
hazard, nontoxic sealing compounds have been substi- 
tuted for those used heretofore, and employees have 
been instructed concerning personal protective meas- 
ures, including frequent washing, bathing, change of 
work clothing, and the use of protective creams and 
ointments. 


ORGANIC DUST IN GRAIN MILL 


In cooperation with the local county health depart- 
ment, an investigation was made by Industrial 
Hygiene Service of complaints of grain dust and 
chaff in the vicinity of a mill where cereals, cotton, 
and flaxseed are processed. This study will be con- 
tinued during the coming Spring, when plant opera- 
tions will reach their maximum level. Since organic 
dusts of this nature do not produce fibrosis and lung 
tissue damage, they are not considered to be as serious 
occupational health hazards as are the fibrosis-produc- 
ing dusts, such as silica and asbestos. However, 
eases of fungus infection of the lungs have resulted 
from inhalation of organic dusts bearing fungi, and 
certain individuals who are allergic, or hypersuscepti- 
ble, to organic dusts may develop asthma, bronchitis, 
hay fever, and other respiratory diseases from their 
inhalation.

BACILLARY DYSENTERY 


An outbreak of bacillary dysentery in an institu- 
tion of Southern California, last month, involved 
about 15 per cent of the inmates. A careful check 
“was made upon the food handling facilities, but 
because many patients are part-time food handlers, 
difficulty was experienced in tracing the exact 
source of the outbreak. Two cases in a Northern 
California county, one of which was fatal, were 
investigated. The water supply came from an open 
well from which water was drawn in a bucket on a 
rope. Three cases in a San Joaquin Valley County 
- were investigated, but no definite source of infec- 
tion was determined.

FOOD POISONING 


About 42 cases of food poisoning which occurred, 
last month, in a county institution were investigated. 
All patients had the same symptoms of nausea, 
vomiting, diarrhea and fever. 
rice pudding which had been prepared during the 


afternoon through the use of cooked rice with an 


addition of uncooked eggs and milk. Laboratory 
examination revealed the causitive organism. Speci- 
mens are now being collected from food handlers 


in order to determine if one of them may be a car- 
rier. 


Another outbreak involved 13 out of 43 children 
in a Summer camp. Recommended changes in food 
handling methods were made. 


EPIDEMIC JAUNDICE 


In two counties of Northern California outbreaks 
involving nine and 16 cases, respectively, were in- 
vestigated. Local water supplies are suspected. 
Although diarrhea and dysentery have not been as 
prevalent as in previous years, there is still a con- 
siderable number of such eases that occur each sum-
